Rebels Fear the Influnce of 
Reyes With Diaz. 


His Coming May Jeopardize 
the Negotiations.

are proceeding by telegraph between 
Madero’s camp and the City of Mexico, 
in order to leave for the official] com- 
missioners little but technical work, 
such as the wording of the agreement, 
and that the revolutionists view with 
some alarm the announcement that 
Gen. Bernardo Reyes is to return 
from Paris. 
It is learned from an authentic 
source that the revolutionists fear 
Reyes will persuade President Diaz 
that Minister Limantour has lured the 
President into granting too many con- 
ceasions to the rebels in order to bring 
about peace. It is sa. rt Liman- 
tour and Reyes have never been on 
terms, and that the latter is 
predisposed to pick flaws in anything 
done by Limantour. 

It is known that when the an- 
nouncement was made that Gen. 
Reyes was to return to Mexico, Presi- 
dent Diaz was informed by telegraph 
that his presence might jeopardize ne- 
gotiations. Just what action Gen. 
Diaz took is not known, but Gen. 
Reyes postponed his sailing from the 
21st to the 25th. Yesterday he again 
Postponed it until the 27th, if a tele- 
gram received here is correct. 


REYES TOO AMBITIOUS. 


Reyes is alleged tw be ambitious to 
me President and his influence 
over the Fedefil army is great. 
Whether this would influence his 
counsel in the Mexican capital cannot 
be stated, but it is an assured fact 
that the revolutionists do not want 
him there. It is feared, justly or 
unjustly, that he would bring about 
modification of concessions which the 
government is now willing to make 
to such an extent that Madero would 
have no other course than to reopen 
the revolution.

Long-Drawn-Out Disp‘. Over the 
Surgical Ward for UHvspital ts 
Concluded by Decision That Mu- 
nicipality Cannot Interfere With 
the Building Operati na. 


The fuss between the city and the 
county over the construction of the 
surgical ward at the County Hospi- 
tal was brought to a close yesterday, 
when Judge Rives made a ruling in 
favor of the latter political division.

A 
temporary restraining order was 
granted. The city demurred to the 
complaint and the case was submitted 
to Judge Rives. He concluded that 
the pleadings of the county officials

rifice to nature. 

Therefore, all credit is due to John C. 
Stubbs, vice-president and traffic-manager of 
the Harriman lines, for his decision to qilit 
the ranks, after forty years of active serv- 
ice in railroading circles, ana to leave the 
continuance of his splendid work to young- 
er and stronger men. John ©. Stubbs may 
honorably join ‘he ranks of the legitimate 
loafers. “I am tired and I'm going to loaf,” 
says this railroad veteran. “I'm going to 
sit on the fence and watch the trains go 
by.” -Yet one can well believe-—knowing the 
man and his work—that his loafing days 
will be useful, too; that he will simply 
change the high pressure of active service 
for the low pressure of passive co-opera- 
tion. 

It ien’t the desire to drop altogether from 
sight that prompts a man old in years and 
experience to slacken up, and for the sake 
of the enterprise whose interests he has at 
heart to allow its more active manipulation 
to fall into younger and. more active hands. 
His heart will be bound up in its success 
as wholly es when his own hands held the 
helm. To grow old gracefully, to retire 
‘with dignity, to wind up a career before his 
own wheels are all run down, this should 
be the finish for all active men to b@ar in 
mind. For, sooner or later, to-one and all, 
however robust and energetic, will come the 
time for the sloughing off of business toils 
and worries, for that late Indian summer of 
life when tired nature will be ready just 
“to sit on the fence and watch the trains 
£0 by.” 

AGES AND COST OF LIVING. ~~ 

Prof. Streightoff, in his work on the 
“Standard of Living Among the Industria! 
People of America,” concludes that a rea- 
sonable standard of living can be main- 
tained by an average family in @ southern 
city for $600 per annum and for $650 in 
northern, eastern and western cities, but a 
larger sum will be required in New York 
City, because of the high rents which pre 
vail there. He asserts that 5,000,000 work- 
ers, engaged in industriel employment, are 
not earning $600 per annum. He asserts 
that one-fifth of the adult male workers are 
unemployed for three months in each year. 

The professor proposes, as a remedy for 
these conditions, that men shall be hired 
for public work only during those months 
when it is dificult to obtain private em- 
ployment. To this he adds a suggestion 
that the government shall establish mini- 
mum wage boards and provide for work- 
man’s accident compensation. 

There are always benevolent would-be 
helpers of the workers, of which helpers 
Prof. Streightof€ appears to be one, who, 
disregarding the truism that the world is 
governed too much, propose all sorts of 


plans for relieving mankind from the pri- 


worth of services to society. Those services 
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mal decree, “In the sweat of thy face shalt 
thou earn thy bread.” Most of these Uto- 
pians propose sort of governmental 
interference with or regulation of the in- 
dustrial relations of employer and work- 
man. It does not appear, however, that any 


) experiment along such ijines has ever been 


successful in promoting the Interests or es- 
tablishing the rights or remedying the 
wrongs of workefs, or that there is any 
better method of conducting business than 
to protect the right of free contract be- 
tween employer and employee, and permit- 
ting every man to conduct his own busi- 
ness in his own way, subject only to the 
laws of his country.

granted the warrant of arrest. 

The cowardly murderers who planned the 
dynamiting of The Times and the murder of 
twenty of its workmen may clutter and ob- 
struct and delay the progress of justice for 
a time, but in the end they must face a 
jury. They. cannot and wil] not be convicted 
unless proved guilty beyond a reasonable 
doubt and, if convicted, they will expiate 
their crimes upon the gallows beyend al! 
peradventure. 

The solicitation of contributions from or- 
ganized labor, either locally or generally, is 
but another means of extracting by false 
pretenses money from the pockets of work- 
ers to furnish more funds to swell the pri- 
vate bank accounts of the union-labor lead- 
ers. The accused men have, according to 
their own showing, access to ample funds 
to pay extravagant fees to lawyers to de- 
fond them and to obtain evidence for their 
defense. It would be impossible to use 
$250,000 or $100,000 or even $10,000 except 
as a fund with which to bribe witnesses 
and jurors. Contributions for such pur- 
poses would disgrace every man who gave 
a dollar towards it and, if made, they will 
be utterly ineffectual. The people of. Los 
Angeles are thoroughly aroused and thor- 
oughly determined that justice shall take 
its cdurse. They are willing and indeed 
anxious that the accused men shall have a 
fair trial, with every presumption in their 
favor that the law accords them. But any 
attempt to corruptly baffle the due course 
of the law will be closely watched and, if 
detected, will make outlaws and pariahs of 
those who participate in it.

RECIPROCITY AND | 
AMERICAN LUMBER. 


BY WALTER J. BALLARD. 

The bill favosing reciprocity with Canada 
has passed the Democratic House of Rep- 
resentatives and now goes to the Repub- 
lican Senate. Its fate there is uncertain. 
Whether it receives approval there or not 
it is well for us to understand what We are 
giving up if we make this great concession 
to Canada, covering. as it does, the opening 
of our thirteen times as large market to 
the products of that country. 

Take lumber, for instance. The present 
“revised-downward” tariff—the Payne tariff 
—reduced the duties on lumber items an 
average of 37% per cent., leaving the ad- 
valorem equivalent of present duties only 7 
per cent., which is one of the lowest duties 
in the entire “revised-downward” tariff. 
There seemed to be a purpose to “get at” the 
few fortunate owners of large timber tracts, 
and the average lumber manufacturer is left 
with but a small margin of profit. That was 
the status before the present proposal for 
reciprocity with Canada further impertied 
the American lumber industry, 

If the bill passes the Senate the duties 
on lumber from Canada will be further re- 
duced and no reciproca! advantages gained. 
It will hit lamber the hardest of any of ovr 
industries. The total value of articles ad- 
mitted from Canada into the United States 
in 1910, upon which concessions would be 
made, was $47,333,158, of which 49.9 per 
cent. was lumber, while of the total to have 
favored admission into Canada. lumber has 
less than one-tenth of 1 per cent. Where ts 
the “reciprocity” (even exchange) in that? 

Canada will continue to enact a duty of 
25 per cent on dressed lumber, while our 
duty will be only 6% per cent. Where is 
the “reciprocity” in that? We are to give 
the Canada lumber producers a market thir- 
teen times as large as they give us and at 
one-fourth the cost. Where is the “reciproc- 
ity” in that? 

Ovr exports of lumber. timber and furnl- 
ture to Canada in the past three calendar 
years were (Bureau of Statistics: ) 


Exports in 1910. 
Purmiture 915,132 

Exports in 1909. 
Total for 1909 $8,805,050 

’ Exports in 1908. 
Tete. wer 1906. $4,919,898 


It will be seen at a glance that these ex- 
ports have more than doubled in only two 
years, and that their total for 1910 was 
$4,200,000 more than for 1909. Such being 
the case, why do we need reciprocity with 
Canada in connection with our export lum- 
ber trade? Why pay a premium for a trade 
that has come, and is still coming, to -us, 
any way? 

On the other band, why, by opening our 
doors to Canadian lumber, make it still 
harder for the American lumber manufac- 
turer to-earn a living profit and still pay 
high-rate American wages’? 

Canada has lots of timber of her own 
and would not buy ours if she did not really, 
need it. There is no need for us to offer 
her “trading stamps” to Induce such pur- 
chases. 

In Canada the logger has.a great advan-. 
iage over his United States competitor in 
the cost of stumpage, that which is private 
ly owned being cheaper there. while the 
great forests are owned by either the prov- 
inces or the Dominion and worked under 
lease or license. In this country the taxes, 
cost of fire patrol, losses by fire and storm 
and other risks are all carried by the pri- 
vate owner; there, by the government. 

Canadian lumber manufacturers on the 
Atlantic and Pacific Coasts or navigable 
streams are able to contract for cheap for- 
eign tonnage to our ports, while their com- 


~petitors on this side of the line must employ 


United States vessels in the coast wise trade 
at a much higher cost. It is said that the 
freight rate from Seattle to San Francisco 
is from $1 to $1.25 higher than from Brit- 
ish Columbia ports to San Francisco. Thus 
our present duty of only $1.25 per thousand 
on rough lumber ts nearly or quite offset by 
the Canadian advantage in shipping. 

The several Canadian governments pro- 
hibit the exportation of logs from public 
lands. The proposed reciprocity agreement 
does not change this. Their purpose—a 
very proper one—is to cause their timber 
to be manufactured at home. The Presi- 
dent did not seem to realize this, for, in his 
message transmitting the proposed reciproc- 
ity agreement to Congress, he said: “By 
giving our people access to Canadian for- 
ests we shal! reduce the consumption of our 
own.” The National Eumber Manufactur- 
ers’ Association of the United States cor 
rects this and says that Canada, in return 
for the free admission of her lumber into 
the United States. does not even permit the 
unrestricted shipment to us of logs. Where 
is the “reciprocity” in that? To show the 
hardship of this, take this statement, which 
the president of the St. John Lamber Com- 
pany has furnished to that long-tried and val- 
lant defender of a full protective tariff, the 
Home-Market Club of Boston: 

“We have large saw mills located at Van 
Buren on the St. John River, tn northwest- 
ern Maine. As you know, the St. John 
River is the boundary line. Under this bill 
(the proposed reciprocity agreement) many 
millions of feet of logs which have been® 
cut in Maine and would this year pay a 
duty of $1.25 a thousand after Aveust 1, 
when transported to St. John and manu- 
factured there, will now become duty free; 
and it would seem in al) justice that we 
should be allowed to cut our logs on the 
Canadian side of the St. John and manu- 
facture at our mill; but Canada absolutely 
prohibits the exportation of these logs to 
be sawn on United States territory.” As 
this prohibition is not to be removed un- 
der the proposed reciprocity agreement, 
where is the reciprocity in that? 

It mvst elso be remembered that the 
wages paid in Canadian mills and forests 
are considerably below ours. This makes 
an additional handicap for the American 
lumber manufacturer. Canadian manufac- 
turers and. middiemen will absorb that dif- 
ference in wages and also the saving of dv- 
ties, as they did under the Democratic Wl- 
son tariff. and our consumers wil) not get 
cheaper lumber.

FOR ARRAIGNMENT. 
DATE NOT YET DECIDED. 

A date has not been set for the 
arraignment of the three prisoners. 
It may be this week, however. 

It is believed that the counsel se- 
cured by local - unionites will call 
upon the prisoners tuday for a con- 
ference. After thet they will con- 
fer with the District-Atturney, and 
decide upon the best time for ar- 
raignment. Attorney Job Harriman, 
after a long conference with e%-Judge 
Hilton of Pomona, announced  jast 
night that he wnd Iiliton will repre- 
sent the McNamara wrochers and Mc- 
Manigal temporarily, but that other 
attorneys will be named later to de- 
fend the accused men. 

“TI have not yet interviewed either 
of the McNamaras or McManigal,” 
said Harriman. “I expect to talk 
with them tomorrow, and after that 
conversation will know more of the 
Plans. Until the prisoners are con- 
sulted it ia impossible to tay what 
will be.done. Tf do not know when 
the men will be arraigned or what 
the first steps of the defonse will be.”

James W. MeNa- 
Mara is charged with one offense— 
murder, in connection with the Times 
Building tragedy, while McManigal is 
charged with the destruction of the 
Liewellyn plant. 


ROGERS TURNS UP. 

SURPRISES THE OFFICERS. 

One of the unexplained features of 
the round-up of the alleged dynamit- 
ers in Chicago and Indianapolis wae 
the appearance of Karl Rogers on the 
scene. 

When the Los Angeles office 
reached Chicago about the first man 
who met them as they alighted from 
the train was Rogers. When the greet- 
ings were over Rogers teld the officers 
that he knew what they were coming 
for, and had merely met them to ten- 
der his services in any way possible. 

When the detectives started for 
Burne’s office Rogers ieft them. Later 
in the evening he met two of them 
again on the street, and startled them 
by telling them that he had learned 
of ‘s arrest, and that he wanted 
to do all he could to assist the offi- 


cers. 

As the detectives had not even told 
their wives where they were going or 
what they expected to accomplish, the 
appearance of Rogers and his thor- 
ough information completely surprised 
them. 

Rogers began the investigation of 
‘the Times Building disaster under em- 
ployment of the Merchants’ and “iar- 
ufacturers’ Association on the duy fol- 
lowing the explosion, cad ‘t was he 
who presented the ease originally to 
the special grand fury. About a month 
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made it known. “During the entire 
trip,” said Meller, “there was not a 
scene to suggest the character of the 
group, except the visits of reporters, 
and these were few, as they were not 
permitted to bother the prisoners un- 
til the last stages of ‘the trip.” 

The prisoners were not together. 
“Jim” McNamara, alias J. B. Bryce, 
and McManigal were together in the 
Pullman car Carrizo. The officers had 
taken three compartments in the mid- 
die of the car, and these were made 
inte a suite. The doors were Kept 
locked all the time, and an officer was 
ever at the side of each prisoner. Day 
and night this vigilance continued. 

In compartment D of the Carrizo 
Ortie McManigal made the entire trip. 
In the connecting compartment C, 
“Jim” McNamara sat and spat to- 
bacco juice. Within call of each 
other they three days and 
nights. Both were shackled with leg- 
irons, but their arms were free. The 
compartments were Kept free from 
things which might be easily made 
weapons. Every comfort was be- 
stowed and every act was humane to- 
ward them. 

HOLDS HIS HAND PAT. 

McManigal seemed cheerful all the 
time. He would talk freely and 
happily about everything except his 
own case. About that he declined to 
gay anything, although he has been 
quoted. He says the quotations are 
exaggerations. 

Yesterday he received a Times re- 
porter with friendliness. He is a 
clean-appearing, stocky man of about 
40, apparentiy, wearing a blue suit 
and cap. His manner seemed uwun- 
usually quiet for one against whom 
such a heinous charge is pending. His 
hands were steady and his eyes firm. 
The expression of his mouth, when 
speaking, is concealed by a heavy 
moustache, but his chin appeared firm. 

“I will talk to you gladly about any- 
thing eXcept this case,” said he. He 
suggested the weather as a g00d topic 
and added that Southern California 
weather is choice. 

“In due time.” he said. after the 
weather had been disposed of, “this 
will all come out. Until that time I 
will hold my hand pat and say noth- 
ing. I have said nothing and any rep- 
resentation that I have is wrong.”

Startling Accusations. 

The accusations and arrests made 
by Detective William J. Burns, with 
relation to the dynamiting of the Los 
Angeles Times Building on October 1 
of last year, and numerous other out- 
rages of like character, are startling 
in the extreme.
